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EYEWITNESSES TO PRESIDENT KENNEDY'S ASSASSINATION 
AP PEAR FOR THE FIRST TIME IN DOCUMENTARY FILM MADE BY EMILE 
de ANTONIO, AND MARK LANE, AUTHOR OF "RUSH TO JUDGMENT" 


The premiere of "Rush to Judgment, " the only film dealing with the 
assassination of President Kennedy and the murder of Dallas police officer 
J. D. Tippit, based on the taped and filmed reports of eyewitness accounts, 
has been set for mid -September. Emile deAntonio and Mark Lane are 
the collaborg lo,-cs o n the making of the film. Lane has recently completed 
a book, wviefir st DaaL/d on a thorough examination of the complete 26 vol- 
umes of the Warren Commission Report, titled, like the film, RUSH TO 
JUDGMENT. It will be published by Holt, Rinehart and Winston on 
August 15. Research of more than two and one-half years went into the 
writing of the book. The film was made on location in Dallas with a west 
^oast production crew. 

deAntonio is the film maker who directed "Point of Order, " the award- 
winning documentary on the Army-McCarthy Hearings, and who last year 
directed a political documentary about urban affairs in New York for the 
BBC. 


Lane, a New York lawyer and former member of the State Legislature, 
twice testified before the Warren Commission. His book, which has an 


introduction by Hugh Trevor-Roper (author of The Last Days of Hitler ),
